Report of the Superintendent 


To the Members of the School Board and 
Citizens of the Town of Groton: 


Submitted herewith is my annual report of the conditions 
existing in the schools of the Town of Groton. 


Teachers 


Two new teachers were added to the high school staff and 
two new teachers were added to the elementary school staff this 
year. Mr. John Lebegern was employed to teach English and 
History, Physical Education, and coach baseball and basketball 
for the boys in the high school. Mr. Raymond Boisvert was em- 
ployed to teach commercial classes and history. Miss Doris 
Simpson was employed to replace Mrs. Tillotson who retired 
last June. Miss Simpson teaches grades 7 and 8. 


The necessity of a replacement for Mrs. Hazel ‘Rosa, teacher 
of Grades 3-4, because of ill health, brought Mrs. Dorothy Main 
into the school to teach these grades from October throughout 
the remainder of the year. 


State Aid 


The amount of State Aid received this year was $12,607.38. 
This sum is about $600 less than last year and is caused by a 
slightly decreasing total enrollment. 


Health 


Health examinations and immunizations and vaccinations 
have not yet been given in the Groton School. These are ex- 
pected to be given very soon and were delayed because of the 
serious illness of the Public Health Nurse, Mrs. Hamilton, who 
serves this school. 


Hearing tests were given to pupils of grades 1, 2, 3, 5, 7, and 
9, hearing tests were given by Mrs. J. S. Garvin on the audio- 
meter. Vision tests were also given by the teachers. 


Twenty-two pupils from Grades 1 and 2 received the Salk 
Polio vaccinations last summer. 


The hot lunch program which was sponsored by the School 
Improvement Club is operating most satisfactorily in the new 
room in the basement of the Hall. Milk is also being served to 
pupils at recess times in connection with the Federal School 
Milk Program.

High School 


There were eight high school students enrolled from other 
districts, as tuition-paying students, during the Fall Term. 


Miss Doris Simpson is coaching the girls’ bsaketball team 
this year. 


A trip of all seniors and chaperons is being planned for the 
Spring vacation. 


Groton High School will be represented again this year in 
the One-Act Play contest which will be held in March, and in 
the Hilldale League Music Festival which will be held in St. 
Johnsbury in late April. 


Three students will participate in the State Music Festival 
which is held in Burlington in early May. 


Intelligence Tests 


All pupils were given intelligence tests in the early part of 
the school year, having been given achievement tests last year. 
It is planned to give these tests regularly, alternating between 
the achievement tests and intelligence tests annually. 


The intelligence tests give the teachers insight to the abil- 
ity of pupils and the achievement tests show the amount of prog- 
ress which each child has made as well as reveal those things 
which the child needs to have strengthened. 


Area High School 


Although there has been little activity over the matter of 
Groton reconsidering the matter of joining in an area high 
school, the Study Committee has not been discharged and is 
continuing to search for an answer to the problem of providing 
better high school facilities and programs for the youths of the 
area. 


oa 


In addition to the above, your superintendent is conducting 
a study of the Groton School District to determine how the 
high school pupils of Groton can be provided with the best pos- 
sible high school education that can be given to them. ‘This 
study is separate from that being conducted by the Area High 
School Study Committee and will explore all possible ways by 
which improved high school education can be provided. 


It is interesting to note, however, that the Groton High 
School was placed near the bottom in a hsting of the high 
schools of the State, the list going from the largest high school 
down to the smallest high school. Wells River High School 
and Newbury High School are also listed near the bottom of 
the list of 80 high schools. 


How to improve these small high schools in areas where 
population is declining in numbers poses a real problem. 


School Improvement Society 


This organization which is now in its second year, has done 
many fine things for the school in the past year. In addition to 
sponsoring the salary of the music teacher last year, the Club 
has done the following things this year: 


1—Purchased and installed swings and a slide on the school 
grounds. 


2—Purchased and installed new lights in two of the school 
classrooms. 


3—Sponsored the Hot Lunch Program and provided some 
of the equipment for carrying on this program. | 


The splendid work of this group should merit the full sup- 
port of all persons in the Town of Groton. 


Improvements 


The chief improvement this year has been the completion 
of the basement room in the Hall, making one end into a chem- 
istry laboratory, and the other end furnishing space for the Hot 
Lunch Program. The old laboratory on the first floor has been 
converted into an office for the high school principal. 


Another improvement of much merit is the fence across the 
front of the school yard, providing adequate parking space on 
the front of the property for vehicles and leaving the school yard 
free for play activities. 


Two more classrooms are to be equipped with new lighting 
fixtures in the near future, making four rooms so equipped. 
These new lights are a great improvement and make the rooms 
much better. 
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Recommendations 


The enrollment in the elementary grades poses a somewhat 
alarming problem for next year. Present information indicates 
that there will be at least 22 new first grade pupils beginning 
_ school in September. With a second grade that will be close to 

20 ‘pupils, it becomes evident that one teacher can not teach the 
combined numbers, better than forty children, and do a good job 
of teaching and fundamental skills of beginning reading and 
number work. 


In addition to the above two grades, there will be at least 
20 pupils in the 8th grade next year, making it almost too large 
to combine with the 7th grade and do effective 8th grade work 
of preparing for high school. There will also be 20 or more 
pupils in Grade 5. 


Your School Board is trying to meet this problem in the 
best way that it can but there is involved the possibility of an- 
other elementary school teacher and need for space to house 
another class. 


Your superintendent feels that the children in the elemen- 
tary school need good instruction if they are to master the fun- 
damental skills, and strongly recommends that the people of 
Groton give their support to finding a proper solution to this 
problem of overcrowded grades.

This is our twentieth annual report to the citizens of the 
Town of Groton on State payments in your municipality of var- 
ious types of assistance and welfare during 1955. 


The total number of recipients in the State has remained 
reasonably stable for four years. The number aided in the To- 
tally and Permanently Disabled program has continued to in- 
crease. Old Age Assistance and Blind Assistance case loads 
have declined. The impact of the Social Security Insurance 
programs has not been fully realized in Vermont but will be a 
continuing factor in the reduction of case loads as an increasing 
number of our people attain a fully insured status. At the pres- 
ent time less than 50% of the aged population in Vermont, sixty- 
five years or over, are entitled to Social Security benefits. The 
towns and cities participated financially in two of the programs 
as indicated below. Administrative expenses for the four types 
of Public Assistance have always been among the lowest in the 
nation.

The accomplishment of the above purpose is the goal of the annual 
program of work. Outstanding progress has been made during the 1955 
year. 


Northeastern Vermont has had more good publicity than ever before 
in its history. 

Towns have worked together to help each other and the area as a 
whole as never before as was demonstrated when Barton, Canaan and 
Danville cooperated as they did in extending area hospitality to fall fol- 
iage visitors. 

Throughout the year, NVDA has cooperated with towns and towns- 
people on projects of major importance; enlisting the interest and help 
of neighboring towns, bringing in specialists, keeping community groups 
informed and serving as an area coordinating agency in many ways. 


Officers, directors, committee and staff have worked diligently for 
the development of resources and to take advantage of opportunities to 
benefit the different towns. NVDA has helped with all area economic 
development projects; e.g. Newport City’s efforts to bring commercial air 
service to northeastern Vermont, development of Burke Mt. and Jay Peak 
to bring winter business to the area, Esesx County State Park Day, geo- 
logical mapping of the area, highway and other projects. 


The Area Association has followed a ten point program planned by 
the people. State and federal agencies have given full cooperation. 
Northeastern Vermont has now come into its own as a recognized region- 
al unit and is getting consideration it would not have had before the sep- 
arate towns became a team of towns with a forward moving program. 

Financial support for the work of the Area Association comes from 
two sources, town appropriations and memberships. Total income for the 
1955 fiscal year was $8,777.23. A printed report of the year’s work 1: 
available with details of the ‘budget and program of work. 

At the 1955 Town Meetings, 45 of the 49 organized towns of Cale- 
donia, Essex and Orleans Counties voted town appropriations, basis of 
1% of the Grand List, to the pooled fund which makes this work possible. 
For the first time, the unorganized towns and gores came into the pro- 
gram, made possible by an Enabling Act passed by the 1955 General As- 
sembly. 

The year 1956 is one of much promise. The support of your town is 
requested that this work may be carried on without interruption.
